hi the outstanding Office Action, Claims 1 and 2 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(b) as anticipated by the Background of the Invention; and Claims 3 and 4 were rejected 
imder 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as unpatentable over the Background of the Invention in view of 
Wen et al. (U.S. Pat No. 5,918,121). Claims 5-14, 22, and 23 were allowed. 

Applicant acknowledges with appreciation the indication that Claims 5-14, 22,^and 23 
are allowed. 

Applicant thanks Examiner Mandala for the telephone interview granted Applicant's 
representative on October 22, 2003. During the interview, it was tentatively agreed that the 
amended Claims 1 and 21, as presented herewith, patentably distinguish over the references 
of record.
